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1, NOF, the National Army of Liberation is a mass organization of Slavo-Macedoulans. 
The local village committees cf NOF generally consist of thrae persons, the 
Secretary, the Enlightener, and the Finance Officer. On the lowest level are 
grouptof members ranging from five te 16 members. Each group has its leader 
who dogs the organizing, political and financial duties. Ths AFZ (Slavo 
Macedonian Women's organization) has the seme structure as ‘ts men's counterpart, 
The director of APZ is an ex-officio manber of the HOF men'; bureau, 


2. Just above this lowest level sre the Achtis Committees, alec know ag Sector 
Committees. These cumittees fimetion in AFZ and NOF, and have from five 
to seven members. Bach sector has its georraphical limite which depend 
on various conditions. ; 


5. The Sector Comittes is divided into sections, with each official responsible 
for one section. These sections, in turn, are subdivided acsording to local 
circum: tances and the executive abilities of each official. 


4, Above the Sector Committess is the Repionel Committee or Novarchy Committee. 
The Norarohy Committee also hes from five to seven members with each official 
having hie om committee such as the finance camittee or tha enlightenment 
(press) coumittee. 


6. The highest agency of NOF is the Central Executive, present: established 
in the Grammos region. There are sight members:

6. Paschalis, member of the highest Central Executive of NOP iz a regular mener 
of the EB Bureau of the region of Wecedonia-Thr ce, the so called "Macedonian 
Bureau”. Minas, General Secretary of BOMS, is c member of «ne BPON Council 
for Macudonia-Thrace. Tziotsios is a member of the Staff o- General Headquirters 


of the "Democratio Army". ti Nis ava Hoadque~ters there is a representative 
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of NOF. In the Paikon-lKaimekchalan Headquarters, the Nor re-resentative 
is Slebotan. The name of the representative of NOF at the Vermion Headquartars 
is not known. 


7. The unification of NOF and EAM and of NCF guerrillas with Grek ELASites 
took places under the following conditions. The KKE accepted Paschalis 
as a regular official of the Bureau of Macedonia-"hrace, EP N accepted 
Yinas es a regular officer of the Council of Macedonia and T’ race and ; 
the "Democratic Army" accepted Tziotzios as a memoer of the © ommand 
of the Generol Neadquarters. At least in Northorn Greece it is the 
rule to have a representative of NOF at the other Headquarters of the 
"Denocratic Army". 5; 


8.. Another condition of the arreenent between NOT and RA’ is thet NOM should 
expel chouvinistic elements from its administrative orzanize: ion. 


9. All members of NOP and officials of the proletarian Centers, who have the 
qualifications of a party member, shall be named members of KKE, Other 
members who do not have such qualifications, will be either : robationary 
members of KKE or members of EA}, ; 


10. Members and officers of TOF who live in the country shall joia AXE. For 
the members of NOF who formerly were members of KKH during ths Germen 
oseupation joining AKE 1s obligatory, Every member of NOM iz obliged 
to pay his monthly contribution to NOF and in addition a contribution 


to the party to which he belongs. Every Slavo-lacedonian, wi zther a 
member of KKE or of AKE, contirues to be a member of NOF, The above 
provisions apply to those Slavo-lacedonians over 18 years of age. 


11. There wes also an amalgamation within CPON. The capable officers of 
NOMS beceme officers of EPON. Every Slavo-~Macedonian youth «ver 18 years 
old is obliged to join one of the EAM parties, either KKE or iKE. 


1Z, The military officers of NOF are assigned according to their abilities 
to the local military headquarters. KKE and AKE have promised the 
* Slavo-!acedonians that they would open to them the doors of their Party 
hierarchy. 


13. In the hirhest Central Executive of NOF, the KKE has its "Pre.stion", 

that is, it has chosen three or four persons who are not ins: !red by 
autonornist or chauvinistic feelings. Secretary of this "Yra:cion" is . 
Paschalis. Ile sots his instructions Crom Ym, that is, from “he Bureau 

of Vacedonia-Thrace. Before any decision is taken by the Ce: ural Executive 
of NOr, the "Fraction" mist first meet to study the decision; later the 
proposal is offered to the ontiro membership of the Contral Txecutive. The 
"Fraction" unanimously supports the proposal, and it necessarily is adopted. 
This decision is communicated to the lowest level through the Nomarchy Comaittees 
‘and the Sector Committees, after it has been thoroughly studisd by those 
echelons; it is applied according to the conditions and the - rychology which 
prevail at the lowest level. 


14. KKE also has its "Fraction" in the Yomerchy Committees of NOF, This "Fraction" 
gets its instructions directly from the Secretary of the City Committee of KKE. 
The latter explains the position of KXE which subsequently be romes the decision 
of the Nomarchy Committee. This decision is communicated to she lowest level 
through the Sector Committee. The "Tractions" of the Nomarch,; Committees and 
of the highest Central Exeoutive of NOF are responsible to KK3. All the work 
of Nor is controlled by KKE. KKE sives instructions to MOF. 
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15. In every Nome there is an inter-party comitteo of EAM which consists of 
reprosentatives of Kh, AKS, and representatives of “Or. 


1c. ‘when the inter-party committee mets, the representatives of the parties 
malo decisions on all iia and economic problems which affoot the 
Yiomo. Tho Secrotary of NOY takos part in those deliberaticns. Nach 
representative nokes obsorvations on the position taken by cach party 
or organization without regard for the others; they examine the matter 
thoroughly, and reach a decision. This decision is a decision of KKE 
and AK and NOF., Uvery representative, on leaving the mee“ing, carries 
with him the decision ef the inter-party committee and trarsmits it to 
his party or organization. 


17. The basic sondittion for the waion of EAM and Nor was the important promise 
made by EAM to NOF that when NAL! comes into power the Slavc-M!ecedonians will 
receive equal rights end equal citigsoneship within the framework of: the Creok 
State. The Slavo-lacedonians, however, dislike joining AKT, and when they do 
join they try to avoid paying their dues and fulfilling their promises. They 
offer impediments to every task of AKE and actually, the wion hes not been 
realized even 10 percent. In all the Sections, there is a hatred for the 
Greeks; this hatred is returned. The hatred is agrravated by the activities 
of the autonomist elements in. NOF and by the nationalist elements in EAM. 


18. ‘The slogans of the Greek Rightists strengthen the hatred azainst the Slavo~ 
Lacedoniana ("thé Commnists want to betray Macedonia to the Slavs"). This 
slogan has great effect on many EAMites. In actuality there is a full 
psychological war between these two races and it is believed that if the 
Ri¢htists exploit these antagonisms, they can quickly suceced in again 
destroying the unity of NOP and BAT. 
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
